the other faction. In selecting Davis 
at the candidate ,the convention de 
parted Wholly from 
both factions 


and named a man completely free 
from Identity with either. 


That ought to have been a happy 


outcome. That, If anything ought to 
have made It possible for both fac 
tions to&inlte loyally behind a can- 
didate not 
Identified 
with either. 


But If that outcome 
was to come 


about, it was necessary that Davis 
should carefully avoid 
any action 


that would seem to identify him with 
one side or the other side of the 
quarrel In the convention. Unhappily 
this course of carefully avoiding any 
identity with either side was aban 
doned by Mr. Davis 
In^jilmost his 


first action. 


FIRST MISTAKE. 


- Within ten hours after Davis Iiad 
•been nominated for President the 
nomination for Vice President was 
given to Charles W. Bryan. That was 
the first of Davis1 mistakes. I call 
it a mistake without undertaking to 
nay to what extent Davis was re- 
sponsible for the selection of Bryan 
Politicians universally took It for 
granted that Bryan could not have 
been named without Davis assent a 
the least. 


DEEP RUPTURE. 


The deep cleavage In the Demo- 


cratic party, which began in the N 
York 
convention

through the campaign still, exists and 
constitutes today the great problem 
on which the future of the party 
largely hangs.

outcome.

NEW EQUIPMENT. 


The extent of the financing ^vhich 


will be required to make the neces- 
sary Improvement in the next ten 
years Is indicated by the estimate of 
the Sears Roebuck company that from 
eight billion to ten billion dollars 
\rill have to be found to supply phy- 
sical equipments for farms in that 
time. Figures compiled by the de- 
partment of agriculture indicate that 
within eight or ten years 75 percent 
of the farm buildings will require 
new roofs and new paint. 


Half the mileage of fences on the 


farms will have to be replaced, as 
will about 500,000 houses, barns and 
other farm structures. Millions of 
new tile must be laid and millions of 
tons of cement will be required, 


• MACHINERY. 


These requirements take no ac- 


count of the hayinpr and harvesting 
machinery of the farms which must 
be almost entirely replaced, as well 
as tillage machinery, wagons, 
har- 


ness, automobiles, trucks, 
tractors, 


pipe, gas engines atid power 
ap- 


pliances, small tools and other pro- 
ducts, sales of which affect practi- 
rally every business man, manufac- 
turer and worker in the United States 
to some degree. 


NOTHING OVER. 


Host of these needs are due to the 


three or four years of short buying 
dining the period after 1920 when 
the farmer was not making a profit 
Scarcely a hundred feet of lumber, 
a gallon of paint or a piece of equip- 
ment has been bought which could be 
done without. Replacement of farm 
machinery was confined largely to 
parts and repairs by such means now 
have about come to an end.
